MONTREAL / June 5, 1986 --- Concordia University will be playing host next week 
to the founder of the ll-year-old Elderhostel movement for senior citizens. Marty 
Knowlton, now in his mid-70's, will be at Concordia along with an international group of 


"senior students" visiting Montréal-area campuses this summer. 


The Elderhostel organization is devoted to a combination of travel and education 
for senior citizens. A week of classes is combined with social and cultural activities for 
the participants, and a chance to tour new locales. As they do elsewhere, the seniors will 


be living in campus residences at Concordia. 


When Mr. Knowlton started the Elderhostel movement in 1975 he had only 50 people 
in the organization. This year more than 150,000 will be taking advantage of the 


opportunity it provides for travel and study throughout Europe and North America. 


Concordia joined the Elderhostel program in 1984. At the time it was the only 
educational institution in Montréal to offer facilities to these visiting senior citizens. 
The program has since spread to other English- and French-language universities and 
CEGEPs. This year Concordia will host approximately 100 of the 700 Elderhostel 


students visiting Québec.
